LI HUNG CHANG’S RECEPTION. 


The American line steamship St. Louis, which arrived 
in New York on the Afternoon of Friday, Aug. 28, 
brought the Chinese Ambassador, Li Hung Chang, and 
his suite. The party received cordial greetings on their 
arrival at the dock, and the sidewalks along the route of 
their passage to the Hotel Warldorf were lined with 
curious spectators, kept in order by rows of policemen. 

On the upper deck of the dock stood eighty Chinese, 
headed by the Consul General here, and Wy Yu, the 
Consul General at Havana. They were lined up in two 
ranks along the carpet laid for Li. Their blouses of dark 
blue, their shirts of light blue, and their black hats with 
white, red, gold, or crystal buttons, indicative of their 
ranks, formed a brilliant background for the scene. Op- 
posite them, at attention, was a platoon of the Ist Naval 
Battalion N. Y., and back of all were the red decorations 
of the enclosure with the green palms showing through, 
and the crowd of favored persons outside. Li, dressed in 
his bright yellow jacket, came smiling up the gangway 
to the elevator en the dock, four saitors bearing the 
chair in which he was sitting. He was met on the dock 
by the Chinese Consul General, who, with a low obeis- 
ance, delivered to the Ambassador telegrams, letters 
and a packet of red credentials said to contain an address 
and passports in Chinese form. He looked keenly into 
the faces of the crowd; he seemed to gaze with interest 
into individual faces. To the Chinese he only threw one 
short glance; his attention was all for the American 
people, who, cheering faintly, suddenly joined in one 
hearty shout three times given, but not a hurrah. 

The insignia of rank appeared in the form of an egg- 
shaped button, rising from the center of the cap of the 
Viceroy. The insigna of the highest rank is a pink 
colored button, with a peacock’s feather resting flat on 
the top of the cap extending over its edge. Colors of the 
other ranks in their order are blue, gold or brass color, 
white and crystal or glass. 

Li Hung Chang’s suite consists of about ferty persons, 
and he has with him about 300 pieces of baggage, some 
of them being of immense size. The sumptuous coffin which 
he carried with him in Europe has been sent back to 
China, via the Suez Canal. Next to the great Chinese 
statesman in rank, of the party visiting the United 
States, is Li King Fong, or Lord Li, the adopted son of 
Li Hung Chang, who has been Secretary of the Chinese 
Legation at London and Minister to Japan. Then 
coraes Lo Feng-Luh, the principal interpreter, who was 
educated in England and was Chief of the Naval School 
at Tientsin. After him in rank are the four secretaries. 
The attachés are next in rank. Also accompanying Li 
Hung Chang is Dr. Irwin, an English physician; Major 
von Hanneken, of Chino-Japo wer fame, and a force 
of valets, cooks, etc. With Gen. Ruger on his left, Li 
and party rode down the dock on a trot, and out to the 
street, where the march was taken up down West street 
toward the battery, under escort of U. 8. Cav., and 
amid a multitude of people. 

The cavalry consisted of four troops from Fort Myer 
as follows: Col. S. S. Sumner, 6th Cav.; Maj.

The cavalrymen unquestionably presented a fine ap- 
pearance, their horses wer. groomed until their flanks 
shone, uniforms looked as bright as new, and every parti- 
cle of metal upon themselves or their horses glittered. 
The men themselves were healthy, hardy-looking young 
fellows, with an evident average of intelligence among them 
which some people do not believe belongs to regulars 
in time of peace. The troops attracted much attention 
from the crowds that had already gathered at Battery 
Park. When Col. Sumner drew up the detachment in 
Battery place, people hemmed them in so that their man- 


euvers were much impeded. Police, there seemed to be 
none; and finally the cavalrymen had to do their own 
police work, The officers rode their horses right at the 
crowd and made them stand back. After the soldiers 
dismounted, however, people were only occasionally 
ordered back, and soon the crowd was conversing amica- 
bly with the cavalrymen. Midway the line of troopers 
stood a milk wagon which forthwith did a thriving busi- 
ness with the thirsty men. 

The troopers had a long wait for Li Hung Chang. It 
was three hours after they had dismounted in Battery 
place before they received orders to get into the saddle 
again. 

Previous to the docking of the St. Louis, the U. 8. 8. 
Dolphin conveyed the Government welcoming party 
down the bay to meet her. 

Gen. Ruger, the official representative of President 
Cleveland, was accompanied by Maj. Geo. W. Davis, U. 
S. A,of theWar Depaprtment, and the General's aids, Capt. 
S. C. Mills, 12th U. S. Inf., and Lieut. A S. Cummins, 4th 
Art., as well as Capt. Drew, Collector of Chinese Cus- 
toms. With them in civilian attire were 1st Asst. Secre- 
tary of State W. H. Rockhill. The fine weather made 


‘ithe trip down the bay a very delightful one for all on 


board. Going out through the Narrows, the Dolphin 
passed the White Squadron, already lined up for review, 
and an imposing and beautiful sight they presented. 
When the St. Louis was sighted, it was seen that she 
was flying, besides her American colors, the Chinese na- 
tional flag, and the Dolphin ran up a similar flag at her 
masthead. The launch was brought into use and the 
welcoming party went on board the St. Louis, where 
they were first received by the officers and then pre- 
sented to the distinguished guest. 

As the Dolphin came up the harbor she was saluted 
by the warships and also from Governors Island, Fort Co- 
lumbus. At the Waldorf an entire floor was devoted 
to the use of the Viceroy and his suite and part of the 
kitchen was given up to the cooks he brought with him, 
who prepared all his food, his suite taking their meals 
in the restaurant. Maj. Gen. Ruger, with Maj. Davis, 
of the War Department, and Capt. S. C. Mills and Lieut. 
Cummins, of his staff, made their headquarters at the 
Waldorf during the stay of the Ambassador. 

On Saturday, Aug. 29, Li Hung Chang was received 
by the President at the residence of ex-Secretary Whit- 
ney, in New York City, and exchanged visits with Sec- 
retary Olney at the Waldorf. In the evening he was the 
guest of former members of the United States diplomatic 
and consular service in China. On Sunday, Aug. 30, he 
visited Gen. Grant’s tomb, laying a wreath of bay leaves 
on top of the casket. The Ambassador also visited the 
home of Frederick D. Grant, and there met Gen. Grant’s 
widow. 

On Monday, Aug. 31, Li Hung Chang, with a select 
party went down the East River and up the Hudson 
River as far as West Point, on the U. 8. 8S. Dolphin. The 
intention was that he should land at West Point, visit 
the Military Academy and review the battalion of ca- 
dets. Unfortunately, showers arose before the vessel 
reached the Point, and, acting under the advice of his 
Chinese physician, the Ambassador announced that he 
could not go ashore in the ram. He expressed his regret in 
very courteous terms to Col. Ernst, who came aboard the 
Dolphin to greet him, and told the Colonel he had started 
with good weather, but had lost it while taking a nap 
on the way up. The officers and cadets and the thou- 
sands of visitors who had gathered at West Point and 
stood patiently in the rain awaiting the arrival of the 
Dolphin, were naturally very much disappointed at this 
untoward result. The Chinese Ambassador, Lord Li, 
the adopted son of the Viceroy, and others of the party, 
went ashore upon invitation of Col. Ernst, and were 
driven around the post and back to the wharf without 
alighting from their carriages. 

The cadets in grey uniform, wearing white trousers, as 
they stood in line at a present arms, made a very fine 
appearance. The party accompanying Li Hung Chang 
to West Point consisted of the members of his suite and 
the following gentlemen: Maj. Gen. T. H. Ruger, U. S. 
A.; Col. H. C. Corbin, U. S. A.; Col. S. S. Sumner, U. 
S. A.; Maj. G. W. Davis, U. S. A.; Capt. S. C. Mills, U. 
S. A.; Lieut. A, S. Cummins, U, 8S, A.; Col, Fred D. 


































































Grant, Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. J. N. Wilson, Col. J.

F. Seward, Commissioner Drew, Mayor W. L. Strong 
and son, Vice-President F. Thomson and son. The Vice- 
roy chatted familiarly with the members of his party up 
the river, subjecting each one to whom he conversed 
with a rigid cross-examination on matters that seemed 
trivial to the bystander, but which were doubtless jn- 
tended to procure information of value to the questioner. 
When Gen. Fitzgerald was presented, the Viceroy said 
to him at once: “You are president of a trust com- 
pany.” The General was then subjected to a series of 
questions as to the difference between a trust com- 
pany and a bank, the amount of interest paid, etc. -The 
general purpose of the visitor’s various inquiries seemed 
to be to obtain information as to methods in the trans- 
action of business, the amount of salary and incomes ob- 
tained by men jn different employments, the methods of 
banking, rates of interest; etc., all of which concern 
the negotiation of a foreign loan, the purchase of foreign 
material, the employment of foreigners in the, Chinese 
service, etc, At the same time this venerable Chinese 
statesman’ shows a curious interest in matters of detail. 
He carefully examined the sash worn by Gen. Ruger, feel- 
ing of it carefully, and of his coat, to see what material 
it was made of. He made minute inquiries of the 
General as to the uniform and organization of. the 
American Army and secured from him a detailed ac- 
count of the various society badges our seldiers are per- 
mitted to wear. It was evident from various state- 
ments he made that Englishmen had taken advantage 
of his visit to that country to prejudice him against ev- 
erything American, an effort that may possibly produce 
a reaction in our favor. 
The Dolphin made an excelent passage up and down 
the river, registering 15 knots on her return trip and 
making her landing at the foot of ‘Thirty-fourth street, 
North River, in advance of the hour expected. The 
Viceroy examined everything seriously on board the ves- 
sel, and expressed his acknowledgment te the 
oflicers of the Dolphin for their courtesies, and they 
certainly did everything in their power to make the trip 
a pleasant one. One of the officers, Ensign Morgan, was 
favored by Li Hung Chang-with an inscription on his 
portrait in an album of Chinese-Japanese views beauti- 
fully written in large Chinese characters and was.to this 
effect: “‘Written during the rainy trip on board the 
Dolphin. Li Hung Chang.” It is understood ‘that the 
owner of this handsonie souvenir will immediately de- 
vote himself to the study of the Chinese language, that 
he may be able to read the inscription. The officers of 
the Dolphin are as follows: ,

As the Dolphin on her way to West Point passed the 
tomb of Gen. Grant, the Viceroy rose and stood in a 
reverent attitude facing the tomb while the Ameriean 
party surrounded him with heads uncovered. 

On Tusday, Sept. 1, Earl Li attended a 
the Merchant's, by Squadron A of New 
York Guard, in command of Capt. Bridgman, after 
which he rode through Chinatown, which was fairly dec- 
crated in his honor, and from there was escorted to 
Union Square, where he witnessed a police parade and 
a display of the Fire Department, in which he showed 
deep interest. The Viceroy, on t. 2, visited the Navy 
Yard, Brooklyn, and Prospect Park. At the Navy Yard 
the visitors ‘were met inside by the Marine Corps, with 
Lieut. Col. J. H. Higbee in command, and was received 
with the usual honors. The eerty. was received at the 
Lyceum building by Capt. F. J. Higginson, the Acting 
Commandant, where a reception was held for thirty min- 
utes. Li asked Capt. Higginson how many navy yard 
docks there were in the country, and received the infor- 
ed to know if they were built of wood 
took a deep interest in this line of work.

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UNITED STATES CAVALRY. 
The New York “Times,” in an article on United 


States Cavalry, says: 

“It. is only a few years since that a horse soldier of the 
regular army hae been seen east of the 
River, excepting, of course, those attached to the light 
battery service. They could not, indeed, be spared from 
the frontier, where from the closing year of the war of 
the rebellion—1865—down to the middle eighties, they 
were ‘iif almost constant conflict with the turbulent In- 
dian tribes of the far West. Not one of these cavalry 
regiments above enumerated escaped during that period 
of numerous battles and skirmishes with the hostiles. 

“It is, perhaps, for this reason, among others, that the 
cavalry arm is more active and spirited than the infantry 
or artillery, many of which organizations, from the na- 
ture of the service, never have been ordered for such 
active work. The cavalry got used to the work, and 
still continue their training inst whatever the future 
may turn up. With the cessation of the Indian hostilities 
a few years since, it was d to move some of the 
cavalry from the extreme West to the Kast. A _ two- 
company post was asceetingy outapiesed at Fort Myer, 
across Potomac from ashington, on Arlington 
Heights. The best two troops of the best two regiments 
were detailed for one or more years at this post, in the 
way of competitive inspection. The plan was a success, 
and the post was eniarved to a four-troop station, and 
finally, when it was thought advisable, the place was 
fitted up for a headquarters zarrison, and the 6th Cav. 
was ordered East to take post there, with its colors and 
band, as a sort of reward of merit for excellence.. 

“About the same time a four-troop t was estab- 
lished by Secretary of War Proctor at Fort Ethan Al- 
len, between Burlington, Vt., and the Canadian border, 
in sight of Lake Champlain. To this station were sent 
a year or so since the four-troop squadron of the 3d Cav., 
leaving headquarters and the remaincer of the regiment 
at Jefferson rracks, near St. Louis, Mo. It may be 
said here in passing that the remaining troops of the 6th 
Cav. not brought to Washington were ordered to Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., where is situated a cavalry and in- 
fantry practice school. The truth is that every cavalry 
garrison in the country is a school for the trooper, and 
by reason of constant practice, American cavalrymen 
have become well-nigh rfect.in all the duties per- 
taining to their service. Some of their arts of horseman- 
ship, are marvelous. Mounted on highly trained horses, 
mostly of the Kentucky breed of thoroughbreds, intelli- 
gent and full of courage, these men do not hesitate to 
ride at full gallop standing in stirrups, shortened almost 
to the level of the saddle seat, while firing their carbines 
rapidly at a man target, and hitting it, too, nearly every 
time. 

“Wheeling, still at full gallop, their retreat is, like the 
Mamalukes, as rapid as their advance, protecting them- 
selves from an enemy’s fire by dropping suddenly 
out of sight’ under their horses’ bodies. Leapin 
to the ground to pick up a lost weapon, an 
vaulting to the saddle again without stirrups, still at full 
gallop; riding without saddle ffrths, while wheeling and 
halting from full career, are all common feats with them. 
A wide ditch or a high fence is no more of an obstacle 
to them and their horses than a holiday hurdle at a 
country club outing, It is narrated that a squadron of the 
Sth Cay, on one occasion, seeing no other way of dislodg- 
ing a band of murderous Indians who had intrenched 


» themselves behind earth breastworks, man high, with 


flanks protected on either side, made a rapid charge over 
the intervening ground in front, leaped their horses over 
the ‘ramparts, and split the heads of the savages with 
their sabers. The 5th had learned that movement when, 
with the regular brigade of cavalry, under Sheridan, in 
Virginia, they charged the intrenched lines of the Con- 
federate infantry at Five Forks, and won the fight with 
sabers and horses, the latter leaping the breastworks 
over into the rifle = and beyond. 

“That brigade of regulars was made up of the Ist, 2d 
Sth and 6th U. S. Cav., and before the Sumner resolu- 
tions passed the Senate were permitted to carry on their 
colors in letters of gold the names of that and half a 
hundred other desperate battles in which they were en- 
gaged in the war of the rebellion. In brief, there is ex- 
pert testimony from no less authority than Col. Cody 
(Buffalo Bill’), who had ample Sey of seeing 
the performances of American cavalry on the plains— 
he was a Government scout under Sheridan at the height 
of the Indian .troubles—to the effect that they are the 
foremost of the world’s ‘rough riders,’ not excepting the 
Cossacks. The logical reasons for this statement are not 
difficult to find. In the first instance, the material from 
which these cavalrymen are formed is of a character 
which has no superior in kind. 

“They are the pick and flower of the land—young men 
physically perfect, even a deformed finger causing rejec- 
tion. No one with chest and shoulders which cannot be 
developed; no ope. with curved spine—curved legs will 
pons to hold on with—no one with feet and hands too 
arge for quick movements; no one too short or too long; 
no one with any symptoms of disease whatever; and, 
best. of all, no one with any moral or mental taint, to be 
discovered after the most rigid examination by physi- 
cians of experience, need apply as recruits. Only those 
who are capable of being trained into athletes and gym- 
nasts, and who, in perfect physical health, combine a self- 
respecting moral character, are accepted. These men 
might be called upon, as non-commissioned officers, in 
emergencies, to command a troop; and when the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, and in these days, to secure the 
best material for the service, those who have the matter 
in chatge will be satisfied with no inferior quality of ma- 
terial. 

“Troop F of the 3d Cav., which was recently detailed 
from Fort Ethan Allen by the War Department to camp 
with the National Guard of New York at Peekskill, and 
whose riding at drill there attracted so much attention, 
is a good sample of these horsemen. Ev otherntroop 
in the regiment is on about the same footing of ‘merit. 
The four troops of the 6th Cav., which are in New York 
at the present time, under Maj. Lebo, as escort to the 
Chinese Mandarin and Viceroy, Li Hung Chang, is an- 
other excellent sample of what these troopers are. On 
full dress parade they resemble somewhat, with their fine 
appointments and well-groomed horses, the Jight cavairy 
of the ae Army. In campaign dress,.with their 
blue flannel shirts; and riding like madmen, they are apt 
to resemble the Comanche ndian, that celebrated red 
Centaur of the ins. With few exceptions the cavalry 
regiments are cered throughout est Point gradu- 
ates, who as cadets were accustomed to even more reck- 
less exercises on the tanbark of the military academy 
riding school. They, of course, are. the instructors of 
their commands. ; F 

“Many kindling incidents in the history of these regi- 
ments might be written, were it practicable,to do so with- 
in the limits of this sketch. The first three nizations 
antedate the Mexican War, where, as the Ist and 2d 
Dragoons and the Mounted Rifles—their designation— 
they won for themselves great praise and fame. All the 
school ‘histories, for years after the Mexican War, told 
how a squadron of the 2d Dragoons, under Capt: Charles 
A. May, made the impetuous and desperate charge, di- 
rectly the teeth of the enemy’s artillery, at the battle 


of Resaca de la Palma, sabering the cannoneers and spik- 
ing the guns. ow thrilling tales are told of the Ist 
Dragoons and the Mounted Rifles, on the advance to 
the City of Mexico from Vera Cruz, when they fought 
on foot or horseback with equal valor, as occasion de- 
manded, sometimes charging against Mexican lancers on 
the level plain, at others scaling the heights of Cerro 
Gordo, e and carbine in hand. They were always in 
the advance and the first to attack. 

“It was the veteran, Gen. Harney, the then Colonel of 
the 2d Cayv., and a typical dragoon, who said that it was 
probably ne for an army to have artillery, and 
even infantry could be employed to advantage in rough 
country; but it was the “dragoom bold” who discovered 
the enemy, charged the enemy, captured or killed the 
enemy, and after turning him over to the infantry guard, 
galloped gayly on, carrying their fluttering ons to 
other victories. There certainly was never any doubt 
about the impudence of your thorough-going cavalryman. 
The offsetting feature is that he usually makes good his 
bragging humor when he gets into action, For a short 
time after the Mexican War these horse soldiers, particu- 
larly the 2d Dragoons, were made a sort of co élite 
of the army; but as they were originally organized, in 
1833-36 and 1846, to fight the Seminoles of Florida and 
the still more savage tribes of the Louisiana Purchase, 
they were soon again in active service. The 4th and 5th 
were raised in 1855, to help them in the work of protect- 
ing the settlers of the Western frontiers, which they con- 
tinued to do down to the breaking out of the War of the 
Rebellion. 

“With the beginning of the Civil War the 6th Cav. was 
organized, and at once joined to the Ist, 2d and 5th, al- 
ready in the field, form'ng that famous fighting force of 
horsemen known as the 2d, or “Regular Brigade,”’ which 
served in the Army of the Potomac and the Shenandoah, 
under Buford, Merritt, Pleasanton, Torbert and Sheri- 
dan, from almost the opening gun down to the surrender 
at Appomatox, and all without a stain u their fair 
fame. The 3d and 4th Regts. were in the Western armies 
throughout the war, where they never failed to maintain 
the high reputation which they had previously won in the 
Indian wars. he 7th, 8th, 9th and.10th Cav. Regts. 
were organized immediately after the Civil War, July, 
1866, for the further protection of the Western settle- 
ments against the Indians, who had become alarmingly 
aggressive. These reinforcements were raised none too 
soon, as was afterward proved. Their history is that 
of the struggle against, and final subjugation of, these 
savage tribes, and is the familiar crifrrent history of the 
far country of our Western domain.” 


TITLES IN THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

Prof. Willis L. Moore, chief of the weather bureau, 
has issued a circular to officials of the bureau, in which 
he speaks so wisely and well of so-called “titles by cour- 
tesy,” and the real dignity of titles which are honestly 
descriptive of service position, that his circular must be 
accepted as expressing the views of all departments of 
Government on this subject. He says: 

“Officials of the weather bureau have been mo ps ee J 
referred to by the public press, in connection with their 
duties, by military titles, as Captain, Major, Colonel, etc., 
whether these titles have been earned or not, and appar- 
ently with their consent. This practice is manifestly 
wrong. weather bureau is no longer, in any sense, 
a part of the military establishment, but a part of the 
Department of Agriculture; its functions are all of a civic 
and not a military character; and the efforts of all those 
connected with it should be directed to the maintenance 
of its autonomy and dignity. No objection to the wearing 
of these titles by persons who have earned them can be 
made, but it is submitted to such, even, whether the titles 
by which they are known in the,bureau, as observer, 
local forecast official, professor, etc., are not quite as 
honorable, or capable of being made so, as any that have 
been won in any other branch of the public service. But 
the assumption or wearing of such titles on the part of 
those who have never performed any military service 
whatever is in bad taste, and is a palpable injury to those 
who have gained and possess them by years of laborious 
and valiant service. e chief of the bureau is of the 
opinion, therefore, that the interests of the weather bu- 
reau would be better subserved and promoted by efforts 
on the part of its officials to dignify their several positions 
by their own titles and by discouraging and deprecating 
the use of military or other titles not their own, and to 
which they have no claim.”

The effect of 
Secretary Lamont’s order is so thorough that in his of- 
fice but two persons, the confidential clerk of himself and 
Assistant Secretary McAdoo, remain outside of the clas- 
sified lists, they being specifically exempt. The chief 
clerk of the Department and all the heads of divisions 
are placed under protection of the civil service statute. 


It is now thirty-one years since the war ended, yet two 
of the three candidates nominated for the Presidency, 
and one of the candidates for Vice President, were sol- 
diers in that war. Maj. McKinley, the Republican candi- 
date, carried a musket in the early days of the war.

STORAGE FOR THE RESERVE FLEET. 

The board appointed by Secretary Herbert to devise 
a general scheme for laying up “in ordinary” such of our 
large vessels as may not be needed for the usual cruising 
purposes in time of peace, is giving serious consideration 
to the report of the Potter Board, which some years 
ago mapped out an elaboraie plan for converting the 
League Island Navy Yard, Va., into a naval rendezvous 
for reserve ships of the Navy. While one of the prin- 
cipal duties of the new board is to select from the list 
of vessels at present in commission the names of those 
that should comprise the reserve fleet it is also required 
to designate the place or places where these ships should 
be located. Rear Adml. Pamsay has lately replaced 
Rear Adml. Walker as president of this board, and dur- 
ing the past few days he has in conjunction with other 
members been giving a good deal of attention to the 
preparation of its report. The three points considered 
available are the Whitney Basin at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, Naval Station at Portsmouth, and the League 
Island Navy Yard. The latter point, however, promises 
to be the place finally selected for the major portion if 
not the entire reserve fleet. Its advantages as set forth 
by the Potter Board are known to have great weight 
with the present board. 

That board said: “As a strategic naval point it 
(League Island) is unquestionably the most important 
upon the Atlantic coast. In the present condition of the 
Navy, it is believed that in the event of hostilities the 
ports on the Atlantic coast of the United States could be 
put under contribution by fleets within a few weeks 
after a declaration of war. Philadelphia alone is the 
exception, for its position makes it practically impreg- 
nable to naval attack, and in addition its blockad« 
would be extremely diflicult if not impossible. Should 
League Island made what the board proposes it shall 
be there will be room in its basin for all the armored ves- 
sels we may possess, as well as an indefinite number of 
cruisers, torpedo and other vessels of war. * * * A 
most important point to be found at this station is the 
fact that all vessels stored here would depart with clean 
bottoms. The fact of this station being in such close 

roximity to the coal and iron mines, and in the neigh- 
»orhood of so many works of different kinds connected 
with shipbuilding and supplies is seen in a much stronger 
light now then when attention was first called to it. In 
the plan contemplated it is proposed that ships shall be 
stored in such a state of readiness that they can be under 
way within thirty-six hours of the time an order to that 
effect is issued.’”’ Another point of especial importance 
pointed out by the Potter Board related to the enlarge- 
ment of the canal between League Island and New York 
Bay, and League Island and Chesapeake Bay, which 
would afford an interior waterway and outlet both north 
and south. 

These conclusions, reached at a time when the construc- 
tion of the new Navy was only fair commenced, are 
considered by some of the members of the new board as 
of double importance now that we have reached a point 
where the various plans suggested in years past must be 
put into practical operation. In case the League Island 
yard is made the rendezvous for the reserve fleet, as we 
presume it will be, a large appropriation will be necessary 
for providing the necessary basin area, docks, etc. 
million and a half was the amount estimated by the Pot- 
ter Board. e new estimates will probably not fall 
much below this amount, though a much smaller sum 
will be sufficient for commencing the work. Secretary 
Herbert will, it is understood, give considerable attention 
to the system in vogue in foreign countries, of storing 
and caring for reserve vessels, and it is thought that 
he may consider the subject carefully in his forthcoming 
annual report.

The Court of Inquiry of which Col. John % Andrews, 
12th Inf., is president, convened by S. O. 79, H. Q. Dept. 
of the Platte, Aug. 6, 1896, to examine into the cireum- 
stances of, and the agency of Ist Lieut. Wallis O. Clark, 
12th Inf., in bringing about, the death of William D. 
Weaver, ‘late ‘ly a private in Company C, 12th Infantry; 
aiso to report all the facts and opinion of the court as to 
the propriety of Lieut. Clark’s action in the case, having 
considered’ all the evidence in connection with the case 
has reported its findings, as follows: ‘The court found: 
That ist Sergt. John J. Livin ston, Co. D, 12th Inf., 
came to his death from a rifle ghot fired at him by Pvt. 
William D. Weaver, Co. C, 12th Inf.; and that Pvt. Will- 
iam D. Weaver, Co. C, 12th Inf., was shot and killed 
by Pvt. Jacoh Strine, Co. C, 12th Tnt., a member of the 
post guard, i» the line of his duty, and in compliance with 
orders of his superior officer lst Lieut. Wallis O. Clark, 
12th Inf., to save further loss of life as it was im ible 
to otherwise disarm the said Weaver. In the opinion of 
the court the killing of Weaver was proper and neces- 
sury; and the court therefore considers the action of 
Lieut. Clark in this case perfectly justitiable.” 

In the opinion expressed by the court the reviewing 
authority after careful consideration of the evidence 
fully concurs, The evidence justifies the conclusion that 
Lieut. Clark’s orders were given in the discharge of a 
legal duty and constituted a commendable exercise of 
good judgment under stress of greet excitement. His 


action and likewise that of Pvt. Strine, in executing his 
orders, were not excusable merely, but were, under all 
the circumstances, — une in law. (Bishop’ s Crim-

FORT LEAVENWORTH SCHOOL. 


In his annual report Col. Hamilton 8S. Hawkins, com- 
manding the Fort Leavenworth Infantry and Cavalry 
School, calls attention to the statement in the report of 
Capt. W. D. Beach, 3d Cav., instructor in engineering, 
to the effect that from the experience of the school 
year just closed it may be safely asserted that the 
abolition of the system of marking for daily recitations 
has proved to be a wise measure. 

Col. Hawkins says: “It has been recommended several 
times that one class of officers be graduated every year 
by having two classes simultaneously under instruction. 
The main obstacle reported has been lack of quarters. 
This will continue to be strictly true, no matter what 
may be the expenditure of the Government in erecting 
additional quarters, so long as married officers are to 
be sent to the school for instruction. 

“If none but bachelor officers were sent as students 
the accommodations now existing would, with a little 
crowding, admit of the detail of two officers from each 
regiment, provided that marriage while at school would 
insure the student’s immediate return to his regiment. 

“The incentive for effort by the student should be 
— in his profession impelling him to acquire all that 

e can. Unfortunately other stimulus is needed. This 
may be found by causing the diploma to exempt a gradu- 
ate from examination, upon any subject covered in the 
school course, when he is brought before a board prior to 
2 ee #reater proficiency in attaining the diploma 

ing required there would be greater effort on the part 
of the student. 

“To properly conduct operations in minor tactics a 
light battery is greatly needed at the school. The bat- 
tery which was formerly available was removed on ac- 
eount of lack of quarters. This deficiency could be sup- 
plied by using the present  ¥° as a barraek. It is 
not suited to its present use. It ig a perfect labyrinth, 
and being insufficient, the Medical Department is con- 
templating more additions, which can never make it 
what a modern hospital should be. By erecting a new 
hospital the old building will answer for the light bat- 


tery.” 

Capt. Arthur L. Wagner, 6th Inf., instructor in the 
art of war at the school, has made an interesting re- 
port. In it he says: “The school is still hampered some- 


what by the incauality in the attainments of the mem- 
bers of the class. ‘This is not so marked as it was for- 
merly, and the number of poorly p officers in 
the present class is very small; but a few colonels still 
seem to insist on recommending poorly educated lieuten- 
ants for detail as students, apparently under the im- 
pression that the object of the school is not to instruct 
intelligent and able men in the higher duties of the 
military profession, but to remedy educational defi- 
ciencies of a few men who get into the Army in the 
first place as the result of a vicious and unfortunate 
system. Such a view would imply a failure to appreci- 
ate the true nature of our Army and the part it will be 
called upon to play in time of war. The armies of 
volunteers whe will form the great—the almost exclu- 
sive—bulk of our fighting forces must draw upon the 
commissioned personnel of the line of the regular Army 
for officers to perform the duties which in the great 
armies of Europe devolve upon the select body of offi- 
cers known as the ‘general staff’—a body unknown in 
our Army, and one which, even if created, could not be 
maintained in time of peace in sufficient size for the re- 
quirements of war. he line of the Army should con- 
tain, therefore, many officers a and qualified to 
perform duties uiring a knowledge of strategy, tac- 
tics, logistics, military administration, military topog- 
raphy and fortification, whether as commanders them- 
selves, or as valuable staff officers.” 

Capt. Wagner calls attention to the evils resulting 
from the retention at the school of officers who have 
been found deficient on examination and re-examination. 
Capt. by aa! shows that the conditions of the examjna- 
tion are liberal in the extreme, and he says: “Under the 
circumstances it is a safe conclusion that when an offi- 
cer is found deficient in an examination, his failure is 
due either to neglect of duty or to hopeless incapacity, 
In the former case he does not deserve a re-examina- 
tion, and in the latter it does him no good. Yet after 
the re-examination has emphasized their deficiency, stu- 
dents are kept here, presumably under the idea that in 
the latter case they may ‘learn something,’ and that in 
the former case they are ‘subjects for discipline.’ Dis- 
ciplinary measures, it may be remarked, cannot reach 
the case at all, for the entire school staff might be 
morally sure of the indolence and neglect of a student 
without being able to establish a legal certainty of the 
same; nor can it be regarded as either wise or charitable 
to compel a deficient officer to prove his mental incapac- 
ity as a means of establishing a reputation for zeal and 
industry. To keep an officer here after he has been re- 
ported deficient by the school staff is calculated to im- 
oy him with the idea that his military superiors view 

is deficiency as a matter of small moment.’ It should 
be understood. throughout the Army that the Infantry 
and Cavalry School is neither a pleasant resort for a 
lazy officer nor a convenient asylum for a stupid one, 
and the best means of conveying a realization of this 
fact is by returning immediately to his regiment any 
officer who has been duly reported deficient by the 
school staff.”

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A writer in “Tid Bits,” quotes a Sergeant of a crack + 
cavalry regiment of the British Army as saying that 
there is a shameful system of extortion practiced by rid- 
ing masters in English cavalry regiments, whick ought to 
be exposed and stopped. 

“When I joined the Army some years ago,” this Ser- 
geant said, “like many others I had never been astride a 
horse, and was pretty nervous when the time for-my 
first riding lesson came round. As I was going into the 
school, the riding-master came up to me, and asked me if 
I could ride. I said ‘No,’ whereupon he said that I had 
a very rough time before me, but that if I cared to make 
it worth his while, he would let me down as lightly as 
possible. I asked what he meant, and he replied, .‘Ten 
bob.” But I had not that amount of money with me, 
and had to go to the school fearing the worst. A mighty bad 
worst it was, too. The master gave me a hot time of it, 
I can tell you, and after twenty minutes, and seven falls, 
I dropped under my horse and had to be taken to the 
hospital, where I remained four or five days. This 
opened my eyes a bit, and inquiries I made showed me 
that the riding-masters pitch into every chap, as this 
one did, unless they can extort their ‘softening fee,’ as 
we call it. I have known riding-masters get as much as 
£3 and £4 out of soft chaps who could not ride, by this 
system of intimidation. Lots of them hold out until after 
the first lesson, but the master makes it so hot for them, 
they generally have to fork out, when they get easy times 
and careful treatment. I can’t say how much the mas- 
ters make in this way, but it must be a fair sum. They 
are absolutely callous. I have known chaps who have 
refused to agree to the demands to be kept riding or 
clinging on, until they have dropped from sheer fatigue, 
and many have had their bones broken. I had my collar 
bone broken at my second lesson, for I refused to pay 
the riding master what he wanted. I wish now that I 
hadn't.” 


The War Department this week awarded contracts to 
the American Ordnance Company for furnishing ten 
rapid-fire 6-pounder field guns for the service, under 
the bids opened about one month ago. These guns will 
be of the Driggs-Shroeder type, and are to be delivered 
in a few months. All projectiles for them advertised 
for at the same time, were rejected by the -Department 
as being too costly under the proposals. The bids opened 
last week for furnishing 6,000 3.2-inch projectiles, for 
which the American Projectile Company was the lowest 
bidder, have been disposed of by awarding to that com- 
pany a contract to supply 4,000, while the remaining 
2,000 will be manufactured by the Government at the 
Frankford Arsenal. All bids for supplying 1,000 of the 
3.2 projectiles were rejected, and the entire lot will be 
supplied by the Frankford Arsenal. 


The German Catholic Congress, which lately met at 
Dortmund, passed a number of interesting resolutions, 
among which was one condemning: the practice of, duel- 
ling among officers of the army and navy, and one warn- 
ing German Catholics against emigrating to Amerita un- 
der the present economic conditions. 


The recent. detail of. Lieut, A. P. Niblack, ag Naval At 
taché'to Berlin, Vietina, and-St. Petersburg, récalls the 
meagre’ provision nrade ‘by: the Government for the: Sup- 
port of its Army and Naval Officers detailed abroad to 
gather information that may be useful to the ‘two’ sery. 
ices,. The Navy fares even worse than the Army, ‘dnd 
for years it has been a question of surprise how it .was 
possible for the naval men to maintain themselves, and 
especialy those having families with them, on the salaries 
of their grades, .without. addtional -compensation from 
the Government. The vacancy at London, created by 
the detachment of Maj. Ludlow, whilé ore of the most 
desirable of the foreign details for Army men, ‘is not: in 
great demand, simply because officers realize that: ‘they 
cannot afford to maintain themselves on the salariés of 
the grades, At the War Department, it’is stated, that 
the assignment has been offered to at least three officers, 
all of whom have declined it on. the ground that their 
incomes was not sufficient to permit of their leaving” for 
foreign service. 

Previously, there has been the greatest deniand* for 
such details, and no trouble was experienced in securing 
attachés, but in the present instance officers do mot seem 
inclined to accept them and rather prefer remaining’ in 
the United States. : The appointment ef Liéut. Niblack 
fills all vacancies existing among the Naval Attachés, 
and his appointment is generally regarded as an excellent 
one. He succeeds Lieut.: Vreeland, who rétuyns home, 
and will probably be assigned to ‘sea service. Secretary 
Lamont will soon take up the question of the vacancy at 
London, and within ten days, perhaps, some one Will be 
chosen to represent the Army at the Court of St. dames. 








In one of his articles on German maneuvers “Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow criticised our Government for sentfing 
officers who were not compétent to view these mimic 
campaigns. He endeavored to prove his case by- saying 
that one of them had been thrown from his horse ata 
review. This naturally led to the conclusion that the 
officers in question, were ill trained. We are*remihded 
of this criticism by reading in the foreign dispatches that 
Lieut. Harlan, of the Prussian Uhlans, who was the 
victor of a noted long-distance ride, was killed lately by 
being thrown from his horse. He was the son ef a, Mr. 
Harlan, a former United States Consul in Germany, who 
is now living in retirement in Dresden. S86’ even Ger- 
man Uhlans are not exempt from such mishaps. Proba- 
bly no civilian in this country has more experience of 
rough riding than Mr. Roosevelt, president of the New 
York Police. Board, who has. given uy several ir.teresting 
accounts of life on cattle ranches in the West, a life: in 
which he participated with hearty enjoyment of © its 
rough experiences in the saddle. We believe Mr. Roose- 
velt had a fall and a broken rib or two in consequence. 
Among the cadets who have studied at West Point there 
has been none who stood higher in riding than ‘U:; S. 
Grant, but there. was no officer. who suffered more from 
falls. In fact, it would not be very difficnit to prove that 
being “chucked” off a horse is evidence of especial ‘apti- 
tude as a horseman. 


Med. Inspr. David Kindleberger; of the Navy, 

in charge of the Naval Hospital at Philadelphia, was 
retired Sept. 2. Dr. Kindelberger was the senior: medi- 
cal officer of thé’ Na¥y, and had the longest service of 
any officer on the. active list, having ¢ntered the Nayy 
as an Assistant Surgeon in 1859, when he was attached 
to the sloop Jacinto, with duty on the coast of Afriex, 
a United States squadron being kept in the Waters* of 
the dark continent on account of the slaye traffic.’ In 
December, 1861, Dr. Kindleberger.was detailed .to ‘the 
Navy Yard at Philadelphia, and in the following Febri- 
ary was attached to the steamer Miami,’ in connpetion 
with the west gulf blockading squadron. He was pres- 
ent when New Orleans was captured. He spent the 
closing days of the war on the gunboat Ithaca. He was 
on the steamer De Soto on the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron during the great earthquake at St. Thomas, when 
the De Soto barely escaped destruction in the great tidal 
wave. In 1869 he was connected with the naval -ren- 
dezyous in this city, and in July of that year+was sent 
to the receiving ship Independence, at- Mare Island, 
serving on the Pacific coast until 1871, when he was at- 
tached to the Wachusetts, then on the European. sta- 
tion. From 1874 to 1877 he was a member of the re- 
tiring and examining boards, and during the succeeding 
three years was fleet surgeon of the Atlantic station. 
He again served on the examining and retiring boards, 
as fleet surgeon of the Pacific station. and in ‘1888: was 
placed in charge of the Washington Naval Hospital. 
Since May, 1893, he has been in charge of the Naval 
Hospital at Philadelphia. Dr. Kindleberger's retire- 
ment will make Med. Dir. C. J. Cleborne, of the Norfolk 
Naval Hospital, the senior officer of the corps. It will 
also promote Dr. Daniel MeMurtrie, a member of the 
medical examining board at Brooklyn:

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FRENCH ARMY LEAVES, 


One great difficulty our officers had to con- 
tend against during the civ war was the loose system 
of granting leaves*of absence and sick leaves. The 
armies in the field thus lost a very large percentage of 
their effective force and the. muster rolls were entirely 
misleading as an indication of the number that could be 
put into the line of ‘battle. A French officer, Capt. Pin- 
get, who has published an article called “Holiday Per- 
mits,” to which the New York “Times” cals attention. 
Capt. Pinget expressed the opinion that France will be sub- 
iect to a similar disadvantage in the event of a war with 
(iermany. Hedraws a striking picture of the relaxation of 
discipline in the French Army of late years. This has 
beeti looked upon with alarm by patriotic Frenchmen, 
who, not being. blinded by. chauvinism, have become 
aware of the superior discipline of the Germans. _Pre- 
vious to the adoption by France of the présent military 
system, in 1870, leaves of absence and furloughs were 
given much less frequently than they are now. With the 
new and compulsory military service began the inter- 
ference of civilians in the recruiting offices and in the 
body of the army. Ministers, Senators, Deputies, offi- 
cial candidates, began to lobby with army oflicers to ob- 
tuin holiday permits, however unjustifiable they might 
be, and often for the benefit of the poorest soldiers. Those 
who had asked the most loudly for the new inflexible law 
were often the first to break it and ask for undeserved 
favors, and permits were obtained, through Ministerial 
favor, and by soldiers who boasted of such permits ob- 
tained over thé heads of their officers and against their 
protests. Thus there gradually sprung up the custom of 
permissions of leave for either day or night, or for 
twenty-four hours, on every possible occasion of public 
or private festivity, during harvest time and at baptisms, 
marriages or funerals. So great is this abuse that it is 
held that two years’ service without interruption would 
produce better results than the present system of three 
years broken by holidays. 

As it is now, military instruction is interrupted and 
the principles of military discipline ate lost sight of. The 
loose notions previling on this subject are indicated by 
the reasons given for asking the holidays, such as “I 
not seen my parents for a fortnight.””. Unfortu- 
“sending the young men to the moral atmosphere 
of their families” means practically allowing them. to 
spend their Sundays in the nearest “‘cabaret,” or saloon, 
and it is a pitiable sight Monday morning to see in what 
state of weakness and brutishness the majority of them 
ippear at morning drill More than a third of the seri- 
ous offenses are the direct outcome of these permissiona, 
In no other country does one sée the railway stations be- 
ieged on Sundays and féte days by a crowd of drunken 
soldiers, carrying packages or valises, yelling and gestic- 
ilating. 

(Of the 337,000 men recruited for service in 1895, only 
158,000 were called to the ranks,. furloughs gained 
through favor being granted to the other 179,000. There 
ire many indications that in. the event of a war with 
(Germany, France would repeat her experiences of the 
last encounter when Napoleon undertook to overthrow 
the solid battalions of Germany with a paper army. 

Each year seems to lessen the ability of France to 
make a successful contest with Germany. The Germans 
ire making a steady gain in population, while the popu- 
lation of France is practicaily stationary. ‘Thus the 
preponderance of Germany increases with each decade. The 
wars of Napoleon I. rednced the population of France 
and his civil administration through the operation of the 
Code Napoleon, has interfered with that natural law of 
increase, whose operation excited such apprehension .in 
the mind, of the English philosopher Malthus, who was 
one of Napoleon’s contemporaries, The provision of

OF rench law requiring the-equal division ef an estate 
among all the children of a family offers a strong temp- 
tation to the average Frenchman to limit his increase 
and thus the State suffers. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 
When Japan received the Island of Formosa as one of 
the fruits of her victory in China it was well known. to 
Orientalists that she had virtually undertaken the con- 


quest of the island, for long as it has been under the rule 


of. China nominally it had never been so actually. The 
mountains of the interior were filled with tribes: which 
had never acknowledged a master and which down to 
‘the latest day defied the feeble arms of China, That 
Japan will ultimately subdue them is not doubted, but 
from the first day of her occupation she has had to fight 
for possession, as the “Journal” pointed out at the time 
she would have to do. She has accomplished a part of 
her task,, but it is likely that the remainder will afford.a 
school for her soldiers for many years, and while her 
efforts’ will cost her a pretty sum, in the constant 
exercise of real warfare which Formosa will afford her 
Generals we recognize one of the most certain elements 
of Japanese military strngth in the immediate future. 
There is no reason for the ridiculous suggestion of an 
English paper published in Japan that a large loan 
should be raised on the pledge of Formosa. It is prob- 
ablily true, as this paper says, that “There are certain 
foreign countries that have long turned longing eyes upon 
Formosa, and are most anxious to gain possession of it,” 
but the Japanese have not only too much pride, but too 
much ability to require such dubious assistance. 

Evidences of the great difficulties which confront the 
Spanish Government continue to be given. The pay of 
the troops is in arrears many months, and there is no 
doubt that the continued drain of war both in men and 
money is making a serious impression on the Spanish 
people. We bore many grievous burdens in our own 
war, but we never failed to meet its requirements, not 
only with cheerfulness, but with the most encouraging 
stimulus to trade and agriculture, advantages which the 
Spariish do hot enjoy. Gen. Azcarraga, the Minister of 
War, expects that the campaign will take a turn favor- 
able; when the new re-enforcements arrive in Cuba. Be- 
sides, the 40,000 men which are about to leave Spain. 
30,000. more will be sent. in November, and many more 
later if necessary. He intends to abolish the purchase of 
freedom from military service, and undersized men, 
hitherto exempt, will hereafter be compelled to serve. 
Meanwhile it cannot be denied that the absurdity of a 
war with the United States is discussed in the Spanish 
papers and not always with disfavor. 

The difficulties of Spain in the Philippines appear to 
be more serious than the first dispatches from 
Madrid admitted. On the 30th of August the Governor 
of the Philippine Islands telegraphed to the home Gov- 
ernment that he easily dispersed a force of 1,000 armed 
insurgents who gathered in groups after it became known 
that the conspiracy for the independence of the islands 
had been discovered. ‘The Governor further says that 
he drove 4,000 of the conspirators, most of whom were 
poorly armed, to the wooded mountains. He asked for 
a thousand infantry and a thousand marines, which 
force, and also two war ships, will be sent to Manila at 
once, 

The disturbances in Constantinople were more serious 
than the early accounts indicated, and it is said that no 
less than 4,000 people were killed. They derive unusual 
importance from the fact that both the English and Rus- 
sian governments are sending vessels to the western end 
of the Mediterranean. The British Mediterranean squad- 
ron of 22 vessels has sailed from Malta for the Piraeus, 
whence the ships will go to Thasos, Lemnos and Sa- 
lonica. The Russians are sending to the Mediterranean 
the turret battleships Navarin and Imperator Alexan- 
der IL., the torpedo cruiser Pocadnik and two torpedo 
boat destroyers, all belonging to the Cronstadt squadron. 
In London the gossip is that the Marquis of Salisbury 
has determined on a more vigorous policy toward Turkey, 
and the death of Prince Lobanoff Rostoffsky may have 
important effects upon the peace of Europe. 

after being told by all the foreign papers for several 
yenrs that the political designs of Russia formed a serious 
menace to the peace of Kurope the world was suddenly 
informed upon the death of the late Emperor Nicholas 
that that monarch had stood for many years as the 
absolute arbiter of Europe, insisting always upon peace 
and checking with a strong hand such masters of state- 
craft as the late German Emperor, Bismarck and Von 
Molkte, when they proposed to attack France again in 
1874. The sudden death of Prince Lobanoff Rostovsky, 
the Foreign Minister of Russia, now lifts the veil from 
the apparently confused diplomacy of recent years and 
shows Russia again as the dominant power in deciding 
the policy of Europe toward Turkey in her long continued 
and savage contests with her own subjects. He aspired 
to make Russia the dominant power of Europe and Asia, 
supplanting Great Britain in her almost world-wide prest- 
ige, but he proposed to do this by the methods of peace. 
He regarded war as inferior to statecraft, and took the 
higher line because it is higher, and not for fear of con- 
sequences of war. He might have put a stop to the 
Armenian massacres, but that course did not suit his 
policy, and England, Germany and Austria have been 
forced to recede from their guarantees to the Christian 
population of Turkey at his requirement. In every part 
of Europe his death is looked upon as an event of mo- 
mentous importance. The correspondent of the “New 
York Sun” says: “He was, in my judgment, the great- 
est statesman in the service of his own or any other 
country. He set himself a Napoleonic task, and he de 
termined te accomplish it within the next two years, 
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He spared himself in nothingy: Although past threescore 
and ten, his ambition was to raise the splendor of Rus- 
sian prestige. high above that of all rivals before. he:

Whatever benefit Li Hung Chang, Viceroy in. Ghipa, 
Earl élséwhére, may have der. ‘ed from his visit ‘to’ uhis 
country and the attentions paid him, it cannot be j 
that. our Government has suffered complete defeat at ie 
efforts were directed toward making the distinguished 
foreigner better acquainted with the characte? of olir 
National, Military and Naval development and coni- 
tions. As he went up New York bay in the St Louis 
the vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron saluted,: but 
he remained in the cabin and Gen. Ruger’s effortstoget him 
on deck where he might understand that a courtesy was 
shown him were fruitless. He missed West Point because 
it rained when he got there, and that seemed to eause 
him regret, for he was curious to see the place where 
Gen. Grant was educated! In conversation he let ont 
some of the preparation which he had received as a pre- 
liminary to his visit here, The English, who wint-te 
sell him railway material, told him that all the railway 
accidents occur in America and the same disinterested 
friends told him that our ships were very expensive: and 
they could build them cheaper. Li appears to be a tiréd- 
out man, The activity he has been foreed to exhibit dur- 
ing the past three months and-the fatiguing, incessant 
procession of new things before his eyes and mind must 
try the strength of a man seventy-four years old aiid 
given at home to an absolutely sedentary life. It is pot 
surprising, therefore, that he was obliged to disappoint 
many of those who wished to do him honor: The re 
ported failure of his important negotiations which will 
probably strengthen the hands of his enemies at home 
sufliciently to give him trouble, must. take tip ZeBt. ow 
of the latter end of his journeys. 

Li Hung Chang has given a reason for choosing the 
Canadian Pacifie as his route across the country, whieh, 
while labored and evidently. prepared in advance, is by 
no means ingenuous.

{and here the interpreter was very explicit, apparently 
under the influence of the Viceroy’s desire for exactness), 
first—because while I was a High Commissioner in China 
I received constantly petitions and memorials from my 
countrymen who had come over here, declaring that they 
were not treated well. Privileges received by other 
foreigners coming to this country had not been acco: 
them. They were treated badly. Thesé petitions, asking 
for my help, came to me continually. Then that Jaw 
was passed. Instead of restoring. to them their just 
rights, these were still further curtailed... F- could “not 
pass through States where these Chinamen have been 
and are suffering. They would besiege me at every. point; 
I do. not wish to go. that way.- Second—Although-I am 
a good sailor, I am an old man; I must study my ¢onifort 
continually and save ‘my energies. I have heard :thag 
the Empress of China, sailing from Vancouver, is a very 
comfortable steamer, and that the route is a good one,” 
If it is true that the Chinese in the United States are 
suffering it would be the Viceroy’s duty to visit them 
and obtain the facts, which would support decided repre- 
sentations to our Government, The truth is that ‘the 
Chinese in America are doing so much better -than 
at home that they are crowding across: our frontiebs 
constantly, evading in every possible way the stringent 
law against them. It is preposterous to pretend ‘that 
this is an eagerness to plunge themselves into suffering. 
This is a very poor explanation for the serious , Manaes 
Li has made.

Gen. J. R, Dobson died on Wednesday at his home 
in Pheenixville, Pa., where for twenty years he was su- 
porsnten tent of the puddling department of the Phoenix 

ron Works. He was born at Pine Grove Furnace, 
Cumberland County, Pa., in 1817. During the war he 
was a Captain in the lst Regiment of Pennsylvania Re- 
serves, and participated in the Wilderness campaign. He 
was mustered out in 1864. He received the commission 
of Major General in the State Militia in 1871, and ia 
1877 the rioting at Pittsburg was quelled under his com- 
mand, He resigned from the State service shortly after 
this ‘and has lived in retirement ever since. 

Judge Arthur MacArthur died Aug. 26 at the Sanitar- 
ium in Atlantie City aged 81 years. Three weeks agu 
he was taken to Atlantic City for the benefit of a change 
of climate, and continued to improve until Aug. when 
he was overcome by weakness and taken to the sanitar- 
ium. He leaves one son, Col. Arthur MacArthur, of the 
Adjutant General’s Department, U. 8S. A. The deceased 
was born in Glasgow, Scotland, came to this country 
when a child, studied for the law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1841. He began his practice in Springfield, Mass., 
and in 1849 he moved to Milwaukee. In 1855 he was 
elected Lieutenant Governor of the State, and during a 
portion of his term filled the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Gov. Barstow. In 1870 he was —— Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia, which place he resigned on Apt 1, 1887, under 
the act of Congress permitting Federal Judgeg to retire 
on-full pay after reaching the age of 70. He presided at 
the trial of Charles Guiteau for the assassination of 
President Garfield. He was for many years president of 
the Washington Humane Society, and was president of 
the Board of Regents of the National University. Judge 
MacArthur published four volumes of reports containing 
the most important decisions of his court, a work called 
. Biography of the English Language,” and a volume 
of his lectures on historical and literary subjects. 

Mrs. Eaton, the wife of Capt. Joseph Giles Eaton, U. 
S. N., has been in Dracut, Mass., with her brother, Mr. 
William Parker Varnum, ae his illness and death. 
Mr. Varnum, who was one of Dracut’s most_prominent 
and respected citizens, died at his home near Collinsville, 
Wednesday, Aug. 26, after an illness of four mouths. 
He was of pure English blood, being descended from the 
Vernons, of Draycott, Derbyshire, England. He was 
also a descendant of Capt. James Parker, who settled 
Groton, Mass., and of Capt. Jonas Prescott. He was 
directly descended from George Varnum, who settled in 
Ipswich, Mass., in 1632, and whose son Samuel pur- 

ased from the Indians about the year 1650 the land 
on which Mr. Varnum lived and died, the farm never 
having passed out of the family since the original 
chase. Mr. Varnum was a member of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. It is but a fitting tribute 
to the worth of his character to say that in his life he 
sustained the record for uprightness and virtue left by 
this long line of ancestors, many of whom were illus- 
trious, and that he counted this the most valuable of the 
riches he could bequeath to his children. He leaves a 
widow, a son, Joseph Parker Varnum, a daughter, Mary 
Louise Varnum, and a sister, Mrs. Eaton, wife of Capt. 
Joseph Giles Eaton, U. S. A. He was warm hearted, 
true and loyal, a devoted husband, a loving father, a 
genial host and a faithful friend. , 

Joseph R, Busk died at Indian Springs, Newport, Sept. 
2 from Bright's disease at the age of fifty-nine years. 
He was the original owner of the yaeht Mischief, which 
was succéssful in defending the America’s ou - eo 
the Canadian challenger, the Atalanta, in 1881, the 
sloop having been chosen as defender after a series of 
successful taces with the Gracie, the Pocahontas and the 
Hildegard. In 1883, at the time of the races for the 
America’s cup, Mr. Busk sailed with Gen. Paine on the 
Puritan against the Genesta. He was on board at the 
time of the collision, when Sir Richard Sutton refused 
to accept the award of the committee, insisting upon the 
resailing of the race. He was also on the Mayflower in 
the next series of races. 

Leopold Ricker, who was well known as a writer on 
horse matters under the nom-de-plume of “‘Lamplighter, 
died in Néw York Sept. 2, aged forty years. He was an 
Austrian, having served in that country’s Army, where 
he became an expert horseman. 

A dispatch frem Seattle, Wash., Sept. 3, states that 
Comdr. John Clark Newell, of the U. 8. cruiser Detroit, 
at present on the China station, is dying in Seattle. Capt. 
Neweil arrived there five weeks ago on his way to 
Washington to make a report on the Central China mis- 
sionary massacres, and was taken ill a few days after 
his arrival.

INCIDENTS OF THE BROOKLYN’S TRIAL. 


The “New York Herald’s” statemént that “Chief Engr. 
W. N. Little fainted in the engine room about the begin- 
ning of the trial trip of the U. S. S. Brooklyn” on Aug. 
27, was more sensational than true. Mr. Little, during 
the trial trip, was subjected to a heat ranging from 140 
to 150 degrees, while taking indicator cards in the two 
forward engine rooms, in front of the high-pressure cyl- 
inders, the hottest spot on the vessel, close up to the 
protective deck and away from the hatch. Coming 
from the engine room when the ship had completed her 
run Mr. Little seated himself at the engine room door 
and was found unconscious in his chair, his condition 
be 4 cleariy due to heat prostration, from the effects of 
which he recovered in a few minutes, and shortly there- 
after was about the ship as usual. uring the trial one 
of the Assistant Engineers in the forward engine room 
became partially prostrated from the heat, his duties 
thus devolving upon his two associates for a time. _ 

The pressure of work during the trial caused a physical 
strain that was felt by all the officers on the ship, makin 
their duties unusually arduous, in fact, they were test 
up to their limit of endurance, and several of the firemen 
collapsed. 

The machinery worked well, no water being used on 
any bearings. he vertical vibration was considerable, 
but not srater than was to be expected during such a 
trial, and was less than in some of the newer vessels of 
the Navy. The whole trial was very satisfactory. 

Absence of woodwork in the interior construction of 
the quarters of the Brooklyn is noticeable, even the lad- 
ders being of galvanized iron. The Brocklyn’s trial 
was run, according to contract, on a displacement of 
about 8. tons, or exactly that of the U. S. S. New 
York. Her regular displacement is over 9,000 tons, She 
was weighted down by ballast to the New York’s dis- 
placement. She had no guns aboard except one 5-inch 
rapid-firing gun.

Two vacancies in the Pay Corps of the Navy will be 
created next October on the retirements from active serv- 
ice of te | Inspr. Worth Goldsborough, and Paymr. 
Henry T. Skelding, both of whom go out under the age 
limit. Pay Inspr. Goldsborough is now on duty as Gen- 
eral Storekeeper at Annapolis, while Paymr. Skelding is 
stationed at the Mare Island Navy Yard. Mr. Golds- 
borough is a native of Maryland and entered the Navy 
Sept. 30, y2, and has n on his present duty 
since December, 1893. His successor has not yet been 
considered, but he will unquestionably be an officer of 
high rank. Paymr. Skelding was appointed from New 
York State, and has also been in the Navy since 1862. 
Secretary Herbert is said to have selected already two 
young men for appointment in the grade of Assistant 
*aymaster to fill the vacancies created by the above 
retirements. 


The retirement this week of Med. Dir. Kindleberger, of 
the Navy adds another vacancy to the lower grade of 
this corps now fifteen doctors short of the number al- 
lowed by law. The difficulty the Department has en- 
countered in encouraging young men to enter the Medi- 
eal Corps of the Navy is a subject which many officers 
do not understand, considering that only a few years 
ago there were invarjably half a dozen applicants for 
every vacancy and no trouble was experienced in secur- 
ing all the medical officers required. For the past few 
years, however, there had been but few applicants, and 
the average number appointed each year has not exceeded 
over two or three. Surg. Gen. Tryon believes that so 
long as the Army offers them superior advantages so far 
as rank and pay are concerned, the doctors who wish to 
enter on a military life will prefer to enter that branch 
to the Navy. He proposes if possible to secure some leg- 
islation from the next Congress which will place Assist- 
ant Surgeons on a footing with ward room officers, and 
thus do away with the necessity of quartering them in 
the steerages with naval cadets and other young officers, 
as is now done in many cases. As a result of the lack 
of a full quota allowed the Navy there is some embar- 
rassment in securing sutiicient officers for vessels in com- 
mission. None of the flagships, it is claimed, have the 
full number of medical officers, but this condition of 
affairs must continue, Gen. Tryon says, until the present 
vacancies are filled. 


The work of fitting out the cruiser Cincinnati and the 
Naval Academy practice ship Bancroft for service on 
the European station has been in active rogress at the 
New York Navy Yard during the aa. There have 
been many misleading reports as to the object of the au- 
thorities in sending these two —_ to Europe at this 
time. One of the most sensational is to the effect that 
the State Department has determined to enforce its de- 
mands for indemnity for the Harpoot and other outrages. 
We are in a position to state, however, that the proposed 
augmentation of the fleet in Turkish waters is solely on 
account of prospective troubles and is the direct result 
of communications from Minister Terrell, who has rep- 
resentei to the State Department that another serious 
uprising on account of the Armenian troubles is immi- 
nent, and that more vessels are needed to afford protec- 
tion to American citizens. The question of indemnity 
will continue to be a matter for diplomatic negotiations. 
The Bancroft Minister Terrell desires for service at Con- 
stantinople. There is, of course, a question whether the 
Porte will grant permission for the Bancroft to pass 
through the Bosphorus, but Minister Terrell has assured 
the authorities that if the ship is sent to Turkish waters 
he will be able through diplomacy to remove any obsta- 
cles in the way of her admission to the Golden Horn. 
The Bancroft will be fitted for a three-years’ cruise, and 
it is expected that she will spend most of this time in 
the Levant. The changes made in her consist principally 
of the removal of her three masts and the substitution of 
two pole masts, so as to give her fore and aft sails, in- 
stead of bark rigging, and the conversion of several of 
her cadet quarters into additional coal bunkers. These 
changes are to be completed by Sept. 15, and she will 
sail, via the Azores, about the 15th inst. A force of ma- 
rines will be included in her complement of men. The 
following are her officers: Lieut.

The Fram was 
onee or twice daily lifted from six to nine feet. Her 
pottom became visible as it rested on the ice. Se little 
effect did this have on the Fram’s timbers that the meu 
slept undisturbed. An easier Arctic exploration expedi- 
tion one could hardly imagine. The principal work was 
to take regular observations, sleep, and eat. The health 
of the men was perfect during the entire e ition. 
There. was not a sign of scurvy among.any of the men. 
When all efforts to advance the boat through the ice by 
the force of steam or a process of Le oy failed, it was 
found that gun-cotton mines proved the best means of 
shattering the ice. As a rule there were very high ice 
floes, so extensive that their termination could not be 
deseried even by the use of telescopes. Often it looked 
like a h less task breaking our way out of the ice foot 
by foot, but with the liberal use of explosives, and owing 
to the peculiar construction of our boat, we finally suc- 
ceeded.”

The ‘new British armored battleship Crsar was 
launched from the Portsmouth dockyard Sept. 2.

Her engines will have an in- 
dicated horse-power of 12,000, and she will carry sixteen 
guns.

He will be assigned as head 
of the department of languages. Other changes in the 
academie board include Lieut. Comdr. Harry Knox, 
head of department of mechanics, and Lieut. W. P. Pot- 
ter, head of the department of English studies. 

Owing to the failure of the contractor on the Brook- 
lyn Naval Hospital to do his work as agreed, the Navy 
Department has canceled the contract and called for new 
bids for repairing the structure and making good defects 
on the boundary «nd retaining walls. As soon as this 
work is completed bids will be issued for the erection 
of the new hospital building, for which $50,000 was ap 
propriated by last. Congress, and which Surg. Gen. 
Tryon is very anxious to get under way. For the past 
two years the old hospital has been inadequate to mect 
the demands of the New York yard and a great many 
sick have been sent to Boston and Philadelphia. The 
new. building will be modern in plan and when complete 
will accommodate the sick of the station for years to 
come, 

The gunboat Castine has been ordered honie from 
Montevideo. She is expected to sail north before the 
end of the week, and will bring home all the men on 
the several ships of the South Atlantic station, whose 
terms of enlistment have expired. It is officially stated 
at the Navy Department that she will return with a 
new erew just as soon after her arrival as it is possible to 
get her out of the Navy Yard. 

The fine speed record of the Brooklyn on her official 
trial has excited great interest in the Navy. It is con- 
ceded that the vessel could have ma?’ full twenty-two 
knots on a four hour run had the contractors appre- 
ciated the fact. they were so near winning an additional 
$50,000 bonus, and that she should be placed in the class 
of twenty-two knot boats at any rate. The exact record 
of the cruiser as reported to the Navy Department after 
tidal considerations were reckoned, gives her an official 
speed of 21.9117 knots, or within about eight-tenths of a 
full knot. The Cramps will win as a premium $350,000. 
The lowa now on the ways of this firm will be the last 
ship now under construction for which speed premiums 
are offered by the Government. The Brooklyn is now 
at Cramps yard being. prepared for active service, and is 
expected to join the North Atlantic fleet before the close 
of the year. 

The Cincinnati is being fitted for a year’s cruise. It is 
officially stated that the main object m sending her to 
Europe at this time is to relieve the Marblehead, which 
is to come home with all the men on the European sta- 
tion whose terms of enlistment have about expired. In 
addition to her own complement, the Cincinnati will take 
out about sixty men to replace those who are coming 
home, At present the intention is to have the Marble- 
head come home immediately upon being relieved by the 
‘“ineinnati, but if the situation in Turkey becomes as se- 
rious as Minister Terrell fears it will, it is safe to as- 
sume that the Marblehead will remain until the trouble 
™ has subsided. 

The silver service donated to the battleship Indiana by 
the State of Indiana will be presented to the vessel on 
Monday, Sept. 21, at Tompkinsville, N. Y. 

It is unofficially reported to the Navy Department that 
the commanding officer of the Montgomery has pre- 
ferred charges against Lieut. C. H. Lyman, involving 
his personal conduct to the commanding officer of the 
fleet. What action Adml. Bunce will take in the matter 
will probably not be known until the Montgomery comés

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TREASURY DECISIONS AFFECTING NAVY AND 
sh or ARMY OFFICERS. ‘ 
“The accounting authorities of the Treasury and Navy 
Department officials are now at odds over a Treasury 
decision that Navy officers attached to seagoing ships 
are not entitled to sea pay when for any purpose they 
muty be-detached temporarily from their stations and as- 
signed to work necessitating their presence on shore. 
Thé Gonttoller holds that an officer when actually en- 
gaged in the discharge of duties which take him from 
a Vessel in commission is not entitled to full sea pay, 
and has withheld in several cases the amounts claimed 
be the Officers who have suffered through this ruling. 
The Navy Department very properly contends that un- 
der the law An ‘officer is on sea duty until he is detached 
from a vessel, and the fact that he may be ordered to 
other service while on shipboard and temporarily taken 
away from the ship duties does not constitute a de- 
tachment from the vessel, nor should it deprive him of 
full sea pay. It is held that the law strictly provides 
that. the order of an officer to a ship carries with ii a 
right to draw sea pay. The cases which brought up this 
question are: those in which Naval officers had been 
sent as members’ of commissions in foreign countries. 
This action of the Controller has caused much dissatis- 
factijon.and annoyance, and it is expected the attention 
of. the Seeretary of the Navy will be brought to the in- 
equality of this contention, and an effort made to secure 
to officers the rights which it is claimed they are clearly 
entitled to under the interpretation of the law. 


. Under a reeent decision of the Controller of the 
Treasury. officers of the Army who hereafter travel on 
military business. under orders carrying mileage over 
any. of the 60 per cent. land grant railroads of the coun- 
fry can only be reimbursed for one-half the amount they 
pay-in fares,! Army officers are greatly disturbed by this 
decision and are plying the Secretary of War with conun- 
drums as to how the matter of reimbursement to them of 
the- amount paid may be adjusted to the satis- 
them of the amount paid may be adjusted to the satis- 
faction of.the Treasury Department. The law on the 
subject becomes effective on July 1, 1897, and reads as 
follows: 

“Provided, that hereafter the maximum sum to be al- 
lowed and paid to. any officer of the Army shall be 4 
cents per mile, distance to be computed over the shortest 
usually traveled routes, and in addition thereto the cost 
of transportation actually paid by the officer over said 
rowe or routes, exclusive of parlor car or sleeping car 
fare.” This law also prohibits the Quartermaster’s 
Department from furnishing transportation for officers 
traveling without troops, except over free land grant 
railroads, over bond aided Pacific railroads and by Gov- 
ernment conveyance. The language of this law is as 
follows: “That transportation furnished by the Quarter- 
master’s Department to officers traveling without troops 
shall be limited to transportation in kind, not. including 
sleeping or parlor car accommodations, over free roads, 
over bond aided Pacific railroads, and by conveyance 

longing to said Department, and the Secretary of 

Yor shall so apportion this sum as, to prevent a de- 
iciency therein.” This prevents officers from getting 
transportation in kind, and the Controller says that they 
cannot be reimbursed more than the United States pays 
over such roads for travel of troops as furnished by the 
Qutartermaster’s Department. . Y : 

Moreover, the present law is identical with what it 
has been for the past five years, and if payment of full 
fare by officers over 50 per cent. land grant roads and 
reimbursement of the “cost of transportation actually 
paid by the officer is illegal now, it has been illegal dur- 
ing the past five years, and all mileage accounts of of- 
ficers must be reopened and readjusted on this basis 
and the overpayments charged up to the officers. What 
the result will be, none of the War Department officials 
can tell, Pressure is being brought te bear on the Sec- 
retary to order the Quartermaster’s Department to issue 
all transportation for officers traveling without troops. 
This will be a very clear violation of a plain law, but 
it will accord with the decision of the highest law of- 
ficer of the Treasury, who has control of the passage 
ef all disbursing officers’ accounts. 

These 50 per cent. land grant railroads traverse the 
éntire center and Western portions of the country and 
form a network of travel from Michigan to Florida, and 
they include the Northern Pacific from Illinois to the 
Pacific Ocean, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, the 
Atlantic and Pacific roads in the South and West, and 
embrace about 13,000 miles of rail, over which troops 
and stores are transported for the Army at 50 per cent. 
tariff. rates. Almost every journey, performed by offi- 
eers traveling on military business carries them over a 
land grant road. 

The Controller’s construction of the law does not meet 
with favor from the heads of the several bureaus of 
the War Department, and an effort is being made to so 
adjust the matter that it will not work flagrant injustice 
to Army officers who must obey their travel orders, and 
leave the consequences in the hands of the Secretary of 
War. If existing constructions of the law by the War 
Department can be arranged to the satisfaction of the 
Controller .of the Treasury for the present year, the 
remedy can be applied by a change of the law by Con- 
gress this winter to apply to the fiscal year 1898.

THE STATE TROOPS, 


OHIO ARTILLERY BRIGADE CAMP. 

The ist Regiment of Ohio Light Artillery has just 
completed at Camp Moses Cleveland the most successful 
encampment in its history, and the success of the last 
camp is due in a great measure to the efforts of Col. 
Darrow. He was ably assisted to a great extent by bis 
staff, who did everything in their power to promote the in- 
terests of the regiment. The fact that things did not run 
so very smoothly the first day or two is accounted for 
by the fact that a great many of the officers of the regi- 
ment, not only those on the staff, but a great many of the 
line officers were new to their work. The Signal Corps 
and Hospital Corps deserve special mention for the way 
in which they performed their work and the advance 
made in these two corps is owing to the way the men are 
handled by the officers in charge, assisted to a great ex- 
tent by the enthusiasm the men display in the perform- 
ance of their duties. The field hospital, under the charge 
of Maj. Moore, the Surgeon of the regiment, was pro- 
nounced by authorities on the matter, to be one of the 
best that has been seen in National Guard encampments, 
or in fact in any other military encampments. Maj. Moore 
has an efficient corps and their prompt work in taking 
care of the sick, and the Major’s work in looking after 
the sanitary arrangements of the camp, explains the 
good health of the camp. The only cases of any conse- 
quenee that were handled by the hospital, were the two 
men that were injured during the mounted inspection and 
review Tuesday afternoon. One was a cannoneer who 
was thrown from a limber chest when the batteries were 
passing at a gallop, and the other, a trumpeter who was 
thrown from his horse. Batteries C and F came over- 
land from Akron, a distance of some thirty-five miles, in 
one day and part of the next morning, arriving in camp 
at 10 o'clock Friday morning, with horses and men in 
good condition. The men slept over night at Bedford, 
in a picnic pavilion. The mounted provisional battalion 
was under the command of Maj. Roulet. Batteries B, 
D, FE, G and H, came by railroad, arriving in camp early 
Friday morning. Battery A, of Cleveland, began early 
Thursday afternoon to get their quarters in shape. 

Owing to the failure of the contractor to supply enough 
horses, Battery H, of Columbus, and G, of Newark, 
were compelled to give up their mounted drills, but spent 
the time in picking up what pointers they could from 
the experience of the others, who were more fortunate. 
As ‘soon as practicable the batteries commenced their 
mounted drills, and before the close of camp quite a 
perceptible improvement had been made in this line, not 
only were the men proficient in their duties, but they had 
a much. better understanding in regard to handling 
horses, which is by far the most important part in the 
duties of an artilleryman. The mounted review Monday 
afternoon, Aug. 24, was very successfully performed, 
and the different maneuvers were executed in a way that 
reflects great credit on both the officers and men of the 
regiment. The few mistakes that were made were due, 
in a great measure to the fact that a large number of 
the otlicers, although veterans in military matters, were 
new to the duties assigned to them. 

The men profited by their experience of Aug. 24, as 
was shown by the faultless manner in which they per- 
formed their duties during the mounted inspection and 
review. on Tuesday afternoon. Capt. Andrews, 25th 
Inf., U. S. A., was the inspecting officer. Very little 
target practice was held during the encampment, owing 
to the difficulty encountered in obtaining a_ suitable 
range. A target was placed out on the lake, the Signal 
Corps being employed to report the result of the shots. 
The signal. officer, Lieut. Dunham, procured a steam 
launch, which proved to be a very handy arrangement 
for the use of the corps. The ceremonies of guard mount 
and evening parade (dismounted) were made to conform, 
as nearly as possible, to the ceremonies as prescribed in 
the Infantry Drill Regulations. The first evening parade 
was held Ilriday evening, Aug. 21, and was not a very 
successful ceremony, owing to the delay in the Majors 
forming their battalions, and also to a slight mistake 
of the band. Saturday and Sunday evening following, 
the ceremonies could not have been improved upon and 
were well — oe by the crowds of people who had 
gathered to Witness them. , 

Throughout the camp, the strictest discipline was 
maintained, and to this is due the success of Col. Dar- 
row’s initial effort in command of the regiment in camp. 
In previous years, the men have succeeded in firing sev- 
eral of the guns during camp, in direct disobedience of 
orders. This year, not a single unnecessary gun was 
fired. At the opening of the camp the men were cau- 
tioned about saluting officers, and the officers were in turn 
cautioned about returning the salutes. Particular atten- 
tion was also called to the fact that all would be re- 
quired to uncover when passing the colors, and it was 
a source of great satisfaction to the commanding officer 
to see the way these courtesies were performed. The 
regiment broke camp at noon on Aug. 26, and by 2 o’clock 
Camp Moses Cleveland was a thing of the past. 

Col. Darrow was favored with quite a number of visits 
by Capt. Capron, commanding Light Battery E, 1st Art., 
U. S.A., in-camp ona piece of ground adjoining the Ohio 
National Guard encampment. Capt. Capron’s battery 
was visited by a number of the Ohio Artillerymen, who 
took advantage of the object lesson presented to them. 
Col. Darrow is to be congratulated upon the success of 
his first cf{mp in command of the regiment, and with the 
prospects the regiment now has before it, great advance- 
ment in military efficiency should be made during the 
next year or two. Col, Darrow is a West Point graduate 
and served five years in the artillery branch of the serv- 
ice in the United States Army. He has brought to the 
command of the regiment his large experience in mili- 
tary matters, which, beyond a doubt, accounts for the 
success of the encampment.
